Hate to cook on a hot day? A i 
little planning can keep both the 
kitchen and the cook a little 
cooler.

The U. S. has inv ested mo re than $3 
billio n in po stwar aid in Greece.

o f the co rnersto nes o f western Eu ro pe’s 
secu rity . Greece is also a key m em ­ 
ber o f the No rth Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganizatio n. 
The U. S. cu rrently has its hands fu ll 
in o ther parts o f the glo be. Bu t if Greece

Who Pays the Bill? 


Think no one in the United States 
Congress is concerned about where the 
taxpayers’ money gees? 
When the House of Representatives 
was asked to authorize a celebration 
of the birth of the founder of the Smith­ 
sonian Institution, Rep. H. R. Gross of 
Iowa got to his feet to make an jb- 
servation that should delight the heart 
of any taxpayer or anyone who has en­ 
tertained hordes of visiting firemen: 
. . I find there are to be some 700 
scholars, scientists, representatives of 
universities, and so on and so forth, 
from around the world who will come 
here for this event. This will be a great 
day in the history of this country,” he 
said, “if we do not get stuck with the 
transportation to the United States and 


the upkeep of some of these scientists 
and scholars, so-called, who are to be 
here for this occasion. 
“The reason why I asked the ques­ 
tion is because we are in business ev­ 
ery day paying the bills for a bunch of 
f o r e i g n e r s to visit the United 
States . . .” 
Assured that the U.S. was paying no 
expenses to the visiting dignitaries — 
that will be the day- — Rep. Gross 
joined in passing the resolution. It au­ 
thorizes the President to proclaim Sept. 
17 and 18 as days of celebrating, in 
Washington, D. C., the 200th anniver­ 
sary of the birth of Jam es Smithson, 
the Englishman who willed all his prop­ 
erty to the United States to found the 
Smithsonian Institution. 


Continuing Greek Crisis 


Greece's unresolved crisis has been 
called its worst since the communist 
civil war of 1947-49. What happens there 
has significance for much of the world, 
including the United States. 
King Constantine fired Premier Pa- 
pandreou in a quarrel over control of 
the military. The king felt the premier 
was swinging too far to the left. Pa- 
pandreou charges the king, instead of 
merely reigning, is trying to usurp 
the parliamentary right to govern. 
There is always the danger that the 
communists will try to capitalize on 
chaos in the country. There is also the 
question of what a government break- 
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down would do to Greece’s relations 
with foreign nations. 
The U S. has invested more than $3 
billion in postwar aid in Greece. A sta 
ble Greek government represents one 
of the cornerstones of western Europe’s 
security. Greece is also a key mem­ 
ber of the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization. 
The U. S. currently has its hands full 
in other parts of the globe. But if Greece 
cannot s e 1 1 1 e its dispute, if the cris­ 
is threatens the stability of that part 
of Europe, the U. S. may find itself 
again forced into a peacemaking role.

The stiff aching joints that 
plague people with arthritis are 
being relieved of pain by a new 
and welcome drug.

This drug, as 
with all new 
drugs, 
is being 
carefully ob­ 
served for any possible toxic 
effects on patients. 
Safety 
is 
the 
most important 
factor in 
all scientific research. 
The drug is being critically 
evaluated even though the pres­ 
ent feeling is that it is a prom­ 
ising one for victims of arthri­ 
tis. 


Q. What are the most com­ 
mon forms of arthritis? 
How 
are they different? 
A. Rheumatoid arthritis and

The Bloch brothers started 
thdlr business in Kansas City in 
1955 after finding demand for 
tax preparation in their book­ 
keeping business.

things,” said Richard. “ For in­ 
stance they’ll try to pad their 
medicine expenses by $2 and 
forget to include transportation 
to the doctor that might total 
$15. They’Ll jack up their sales 
tax and forget to deduct person­ 
al property tax. Or they’ll make 
a $2.50 deduction for a 25-cent 
contribution 
and 
forget 
$100 
worth of clothing donated to 
their church.” 
Sometimes, said Henry, even 
professional 
preparers 
can’t 
convince people to deduct their 
church contributions. 
“They figure the money be­ 
longs to the Lord and that they 
— not tile Lord — should pay. 
They don’t stop to think that if 
they get a refund they cain give 
more.”

the agency, which operates 169 
hospitals and 66 regional offices. 
“ Just b ecause we’v e had a 
policy for years doesn’t neces­ 
sarily mean ifs the b est,” she 
says. 
“ It was the President himself 
who told a sem inar for students 
that if they accepted ev erything 
in 
gov ernment 
it w asn't the 
place for them .” 
She is keenly aware o f the 
customary criticism s o f b ureau­ 
cracy.

ed agency” in government. 
“I’ve always said that anyone 
who discrim inates against the 
Negro will discriminate aginst 
wom en,” says the North Caro­ 
lina-born and educated execu­ 
tive. “ If they do it toward one, 
they’ll do it toward any group.” 
She views her new job as one 
of seeing “ that we have good 
staffing and the best talent we 
can get and that employes are 
well treated so they can give the 
best possible service to the vet­ 
erans. After all. the VA was not 
set up to serve the personnel but 
the personnel set up to serve 
veterans.” 
Miss Parsons had been sizing 
up people for jobs for 
more 
years than you’d guess, looking 
at her. Her face is youthful, her 
figure supple, but she insists 
her only exercise has been walk­ 
ing up to her old third-floor of­ 
fice in the morning.

She is keenly aware of the 
customary criticism s of bureau­ 
cracy.

It’s the only course, 
I think, and it doesn’t have an 
adverse effect on your career “ 
“ I don’t have any regrets as 
far as the work I’ve chosen or 
the places I’ve worked,” says 
the unmarried Miss Parsons. 
“ I go to some parties and re­ 
ceptions, and go out with friends 
to dinner. But I devote a lot of 
time to work.” 
This last spring she also spent 
her evenings getting a m aster’s 
degree in public administration 
at George Washington Universi­ 
ty.

Cook noted statistics com par­ 
ing the first eight months of

period of last year. They show­ 
ed that sales to minors are up 
187 per cent, liquor furnished

fication cards up a whopping
